Travel In Mexico By Land and Sea

Jack Denny, who is studying 
Diesel engineering at SAC, and 
Floyd Lucier, student of geology 
and archeology, spent last July 
traveling south of the border, by 
land and sea, where they gained 
experience in their separate fields. 

Jack worked as second engineer 
on the “Boulevard’’, an LCI con- 
verted into a banana freighter 
‘with a capacity of 180 tons. The 
two weeks frip to Puerta Vallarte 
was made for the purpose of 
bringing a load of bananas to the 
States. The “Boulevard” sailed 
along the coast of Mexico all the 

“way to Puerto Vallarte. The fish- 
ing was excellent. Whales, por- 
poises, sharks, and marlin aboun- 
ded in Mexican waters. 

Three days were spent in the 
city of Puerto Vallarte during 
which Jack took pictures. ‘I 
learned some. Spanish, too,’ he 
said.‘ While in Puerto Vallarte, 
two three foot turtles were caught 
and stored on board ship for eat- 
ing on the way home. According 
to Jack, turtle meat is very good. 
Especially turtle steak. ‘They lay 
their eggs once a year—just like 
grunion—and the eggs look just 
like ping pong balls,’”’ said Jack. 

One morning when Jack was fin- 
ished with whatever you do as 
second engineer the boat went 
_into a forty degree list. ‘Honest, 
I thought I was going out the port- 
hole,” said our hero, “‘but the ship 
finally straightened up.” Later 
he found out that the helmsman 
had fallen asleep. 

"On its return trip, the ‘“‘Boule- 
vard’” docked at Balboa with its 
load of bananas and Jack Denny. 

Floyd Lucier, the student of 
geology and archaeology, started 
out with Gordon and Forrest Pond, 
former students of SAC, to ex- 
plore Mexico by land. For Floyd, 
the expedition was to be a sort of 
field trip. The Pond brothers be- 
came ill with food poisoning while 
in San Miguel and were forced to 
return to the States, but Floyd 
eontinued alone. 

Some poeple he met at a bull- 
fight in San Miguel offered Floyd 
the use of their apartment in Mex- 
ico City. ‘He visited the Pyramids 
outside of Mexico City and found 
_Some bones in the ruins of an old 
Catholic church at Guanajuato. 
A geologist invited him to return 
next summer and be shown the 
land from a geologist’s viewpoint. 
He also visited the famous Mex- 
ican resort town of Acapulco and 
the new volcanoe, Paracutin. 

“T liked the bullfights the most 
of all,”’ said Floyd, ‘‘and the thing 
that really impressed me the most 
jwas that in the middle of the day 
buses loaded with people, chickens, 
and sometimes a pig, would stop 
by the side of the road while every- 
one took a ‘siesta’.”’
